1. One of the major USAP intelligence requirements, as expressed 
by the Air Staff in its Development Planning Objectives for In- 
telligence and Reconnaissance, is for a capability to conduct 
medium and high altitude (up to 200,000 feet) photographic recon- 
naissance on a discreet basis. This calls for design and procure- 
ment of both a follow-on aircraft and new photographic equipment. 


2. For some time, ATIC under my direction has been sponsoring a 
Technical Objectives Aerial Reconnaissance Plan, known as Project 
KA1IGA ROO, designed to supply the photographic capability needed 
to meet this requirement. Pull details of KANGA ROO are discussed 
and coordinated on a current basis with your specialist in TSS, so 
there is no duplication or overlap of effort between our agencies 
in this area and it will be usable in any follow-on aircraft spon- 
sored by you or USAP. The project involves highly specialized 
technology and a substantial amount of funding. 


3. While the Air Force has stated a requirement for the follow- 
on vehicle, this has not been converted into an approved procure- 
ment item. I am of the opinion that this reconnaissance capability 
is needed and that both vehicle and equipment should be carried 
through to completion. This can be done by either the Air Force 
or by CIA, with transfer to you of the work done by the Air Force. 
If you agree that this capability should exist for U. S. intelli- 
gence, an expression of your wishes is desired, either as a state- 
ment of your intention to proceed plus request for transfer of the 
work done by the Air Force or as a requirement that the Air Force 
proceed with development of a completed capability.
